When these 
eonvictions prevail it is the misfortune, or 
fault of the party if it is defeated because 
the principles it advocates are not under- 
stood by our voters, of if understood are not 
accepted. If we assume that the quiet of the 
campaign is attributed to thoughtfulness 
among our people and a deliberate sense of 

triotic duty in the exercise of their- suf- 
rages would seem to be no place for fear or 
misgiving as to the result on the part of those 
who myers democratic principles. ex- 
actly the form they are involved in the 
present campaign these principles were pre- 
sented two years ago to the voters of the

Since then the drift of public opinion has 
been in our direction and doctrines opposed 
to ours have been more than ever discredited. 

It must be conceded, too, that the intelligent

ard, are exceptionally numerous and influen- 
tial. : :

. of our countrymen, bave appealed to 
their passions and prejudice and through — 
distribution of most ent ‘lies ‘concerning 
the record and action of our party and its can- 
didates. his, however, is not their main 
reliance nor is it our greatest danger. It is 
a confession most humiliating to American 
citizenship. What with a cause so thorough- 
lv entrenched in reason, and commending 
itself so clearly to the intelligence of patri- 
otic Americans, we daily hear predictions of 
republican success, ba upen the ability of 
that party to purchase the votes of the people. 
A little reflection, it seems to me, cannot fail 
to arouse the American conscience to the 
wickedness as well as the 

Peril of a Debauched Suffrage. 


It is the plain proposition that our govern- 
ment is only true to the principles upon which 


it rests when in its operation it represents the 


houest and intelligent sentiments of the peo- 
ple. When it does not, its vigor and its 
very life are gone and it remains but the 
mere semblance of free government, the weak- 
est and most deformed plan of rule that ever 
deluded mankind. It can then no longer de- 
fend the rights of all, because rights will be 
forgotten in the capricious bestowal of favors. 
It will then no longer be the proud manifesta- 
tion of strength and virtue of a free people, 
because it will only be a miserable instrument 
of craft and selfishness. «¢ 

Who of all those who believe our government 
was created to bless the American ple and 
benefit mankind will deny that the corruption 
— our suffrage paves the way to these condi- 

ons? 

The time has surely come when those who 
see the beginning of this corruption should 
look beyond it and beneath it, in an endeavor 
to discover the source of our danger and the 
forces which give it deadly strength. 

It has its source in the perversion of our gov- 
ernment to the furtherance of limited and 
special interests and in the invitation thus 
extended to anticipate the continuance of gov- 
ernmental favor in compensation for partisan 
Support. The forces

willing to prostitute the suffrage of the peo- 
ple to pecuniary gain. 

In the light of these considerations, there 
is nothing unnatural in the situation of the 
pending canvass. When bur countrymen 
yield to temptation and turn their backs upon 
the broad and disinterested patriotism that 
should characterize their citizenship; when 
they reach the point where they are willing 
to subordinate political duty to business gain, 
it is a short step to active participation in 
the schemes of corruption having for their 
object the retention in power of a party by 
which unearned business profits are promised.

JUDGE GRESHAW’S VIEWS 


He Says He Is Going to Vote for Cleveland 
and Tells Why. — 


New York, November 1.—Don M. Dick- 
inson, chairman of the democratic nation- 
al campaign committee, has received from 
Bluford Wilson, who was solicitor of the 
treasury during the - administration of 
President Grant, a letter from Judge 
Gresham, which sets at rest all questions 
as to the fact and manner of support of 
Cleveland and Stevenson by that states- 


man: 

To Hon. Bluford Wilson, Springfield; II. 
Dear Major: I have your letter of the Zist 
instant. I did tell you at Springfleld that 
after mature reflection I had determined to 
vote for Mr. Cleveland this fall because I 
agree, in the main, with his views on the 
tariff and do not: believe in the principles 
embodied in the McKinley bill 1 adhere to 
that determination and have said nothing 
indicating a change of purpose. It is not 
true that with my knowledge or consent the 
president was asked to appoint me to any 
office. Ib is not true that I re- 
quested any one to do anything 
to obtain the republican nomination this year. 
It is not true that I voted for Cleveland in 
1888. I voted the republican ticket at every 
presidential election since the party was or- 
ganized, except in 1864, when I was not able 
to go to the polls. The republicans were 
— ged to a reduction of the war tariff long 

efore 1888 and during the campaign of that 
year the T Was renewed with emphasis, 
again and again, Instead of keeping that 
promise, the McKinley bill was passed, im- 
posing still higher duties. It was passed in 
the interest of a favored class, 
und not for the benefit of the whole people. 
It neither enhanced the price of farm products 
nor benefited labor. Wages are and ever will 
be regulated by supply and demand, Duties 
were imposed upon some articles so high as 
to destroy competition, and foster trusts and 
monopolies. 

I think you will agree with me that this was 
an abandonment of the doctrine of moderate 
incidental protection. ‘The tariff is now the 
most important question before the -people, 
and whatever others may do, I shall exercise 
the right of individual judgment and vote ac- 
¢eording to my convictions. I think with you 
that a republican can vote for Cleveland 
without joining the democratic party. How I 
shall vote in the future will depend upon the 
questions at issue. Yours very trul

Men of Brains Are Deserting the Republican

New Haven, Conn., November 1.—Ex- 
Judge H. Lyndt Harrison, of this city has 
resigned from the republican league, because 
“I could not enderse two leading features 
of the present administration, and espec- 
ially because of the position taken by the

- have believed since Hayes withdrew 
the troops from South Carolina, in 1877, 
that the time for federal legislation on 
elections has passed.

Charlotte, N. C., November 1.—(Specia).)

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ne ‘story of the Wieck ot the Roumania 
Told by Passengers. 

London, November 1.— The Lisbon cor- 
respondent of The Times, who has been to 
the scene of the wreck of the Steamship 
Roumania near Cape Fozladagod. has suc- 
ceeded in obtaining a long interview with 
Lieutenant Rooke and Captain Hamilton, 
British army officers, who were saved. 

Both of these officers complain bitterly 
of the state of repair of the lost steamship 
Roumania. They also compldined of the 
failure of the ship’s officers. to inform 
them that the vessel-had stranded and of 
the omission of the crew to aid them in 
lowering the boats when they knew the 
steamer was lost. 

‘The Roumania, according to Lieutenant 
Rooke and Captain Hamilton, was steam- 
ing at the rate of five knots an hour when 
she stranded. She struck in the sand sixty 
yards from shore. The shock was so 
slight that. the passengers had not the 
slightest idea of what had happened, nor 
were they informed that a disaster had oc- 
curred. 

At 1 o'clock the sbip broke suddenly. 
An hour and a half later a great noise in 
the ship’s hold from the shifting of iron 
bars together with the noise of. the surf 
and of a heavy rain squall; aroused Lieu- 
tenant Rooke, who says he left his cabin 
to inquire on deck what the trouble was 
and was about to assist in lowering the 
boat when the vessel collapsed. He was 
washed ashore with a mass of wreckage. 

Captain Hamilton says that he was aiding 
his wife to pass through the skylicht when 
he was washed away. He was unconscious 
till he found himself on shore and he sup- 
posed that he had been stunned. Lieuten- 
ant Rooke adds that he moved about naked 
on the sands till daybreak when he saw 
seven lascars in a cluster all badly injured 
and near by another injured lascar who 
soon died. He sent one lascar northward, 
while he himself went sonthward in search 
of a house. About 1 Oclock in the after- 
noon he met a fiscal guard, who returned 
with him to the scene of ‘the wreck. The 
Lieutenant was afterward left alone in 
a niche in the cliff while the guard -went 
to Obdies to inform his superiors. The 
guard did rot return till the following day. 
In the meantime Lieutenant Rooke, who had 
been strolling about entirely naked, met 
Captain Hamilton, who was in the greatest 
grief. Lieutenant Rooke eventually left 
him, going in another direction. Captain 
Hamilton soon met somebody from Peni- 
che, who took him to the hospital.

POSSES HOT AFTER THE ROBBERS 


But They Made Their Escaps—With Pis- 
tolsin Their Faces the Messengers 
Surrender Their Valuables. 


Rome, Ga., November 1.—(Special.)— 
Train No. 5 on the East Tennessee road, 
which passed this place at 8 o’clock last 
night, was held up and robbed at Pied- 
mont, just over the Alabama line. 

The robbery was one of the most daring 


that ever oecurred in this section and the 


Southern Express Company is out about 
$750. by the transaction. The train was 
in charge of Conductor Jones and the 
express car was under the charge of Mes- 


r To Rodgers. 
"Whale 8 train stopped at the water 
tank just beyond Piedmont Engineer 
Jones got off his engine for some pur- 
pose and walked back to the baggage car. 
Just as it started to pull out he boarded 
the express car and asked Messenger 
Rodgers to open the door and let him 
pass to his engine. When the door open- 
ed he discovered that he was being fol- 
lowed by two masked men. 

Jones rushed on through to his engine 
where he had a revolver. The men cov- 
ered Rodgers with revolvers and said:

They made him hold up his hands and 
one of them searched his pockets for the 
safe keys and when he had found them 
they told him to “open the safe and do 
it d—d quick.” Rodgers obeyed. 

They then asked him where his gun 


was. Rodgers told them he had none., 


“You are a d—d liar,” said’ one of 
the robbers; “we know you never go 
without dne.“ 

“It’s over there in that box,” said Rodg- 
ers, and one of the ruffians walked: over 
and took the pistol and put it into his 
pocket. All of this time two pistol muz- 
gies were looking squarely into Rodgers’s 
face. 5 
Come on with the stuff,“ demanded 
the robbers. 

‘I’ve got no money.“ 

“You're a liar—come on with that stuff 
the pistol muzzles: came in painful prox- 
imity to Rodgers’s head. 

He had but two packages. One con- 
tained $250 and the other $500, the last 
had just been given him at Piedmont. 
Rodgers handed over the $250 package 
and told them he had no more. Again 
the robbers cursed him and told hun that 
they knew he had another package. They 
said they were tired of fooling with him 
and if that other package was not forth- 
coming they would open fire at once. 
Rodgers handed over the $500 package, 
and the robbers then went for the mail 
agent. They went through all of. the 
packages, but there was nothing of value 
on board. 

They returned to Rodgers and told him 
to stop the train. He told them he 
could not. One of the men pulled the bell 
cord but the engineer did not stop. They 
told Rodgers to put on the automatic 
brake. He told them they could do that 
as well as he could; and one of them 
seized the lever and stopped the train.

Atlanta’s chances for a reformatory are 
beginning to look very bright. 

Mr. Meador and his associates, Messrs. 
Stephens and McWaters, of the special 
committee appointed by Mayor Hemphill, 
have been working quietly but industriously 
for the school. 

And they are all well pleased with the 
progress they have made. : 

The members of the committee met yes- 
terday in the mayor’s office surrounded by 
quite a number of Atlanta’s most influential 
citizens, who had been invited to take part 
in the initial work of providing a way to 
secure the reformatory. 

Every cne advocated the home, but no 
one could suggest a better plan than that 
outlined by Chairman Meador. All, like 
Mr. Meador, thought the county should be 
called upon to do the big end of the work, 
if not to actually build the school. So unan- 
imous was this belief that a resolution was 
adopted providing for a conference between 
the county commission and the special com- 
mittee from the council, accompanied by a 
delegaticn of representative Atlantians. 

Immediately after the meeting adjourned 
Mr. Meador sought an audience with the 
members of the county commission and ar- 
ranged for a joint session this morning at 
11 o'clock. During that session the com- 
mission will be urged to take the subject 
up and carry it through. 

We are more than pleased with the pro- 
gress we have made,” said Mr. Meador 
yesterday, and this morning I think the 
work will take definite shape.” 

“How much will it cost?” he was asked. 

We have not begun to count the cost 
yet,” he replied. “We want to arouse an 
interest in the work and pave a way 
the start. The members of the county com- 
mission are all deeply interested in the 
plan and I feel sure we will have their 
most hearty. co-operation. By building the 
home the county would not only reform 
hard cases but would save money.”

court. Every day in the year he has way- 
ward boys to deal with and the greatest 
problem he has had since he went upon 
the bench was the best way to dispose of 
the juvenile offender. Having seen the re- 
sults of punishment the judge’s views are 
worth careful consideration. 

Nothing the public could do,” said the 
judge when approached yesterday, would 
be more beneficial than to build such a 
home as these gentlemen are discussing. 
Not only that better men might be made of 
these homeless boys but for the public good. 

“Since being recorder I have watched 
the course of some of the young Criminals 
and know that their downward career com- 
menced with little acts, almost 
insignificant, but each time thy 
were brought up before me the crimes grew 
larger until some of them are working out 
terms in the penitentiary—maybe their 
first offense was that of loitering or sleep- 
ing out at nights. . 

“When they are sent to the stockade 
they learn nothing but how to be criminals 
and escape punishment. I never send theng 
there when there is any possible way to 
avoid it. With such a school in existence 
as the public has in view, most of these 
boys could be trained into industrious men. 
If the county could give these boys a ru- 
dimentary education, make them work 
sufficient to raise their own provisions and 
then learn them some particular trade, for 
which they seem to be severally adopted, 
I am satisfied that Fulton, in the coming 
years, would have less burglars and cut 
throats. If a young boy is placed at such 
a school, carefully trained and kept there 
until twenty-one years of age and then 
given some lucrative employment 1 do not 
see how he can afterwards be a criminal.

Funeral of the Late Reuben Jones I- 
ferday Afternoon. 

BURIED WITH MASONIC "HONORS, 


It Was Decided That He Should Repose in | 
Atlanta and His Ashes Were There- 
fore Interred in Oakland Cemetery. 


The last sad rites over everything that 
was mortal of Senator Ruben F. Jones 
were performed in the First Methodist 
church yesterday afternoon. 

A more impressive ceremony was never 
witnessed in Atlanta, and the tender words 
of enlogy that were uttered over the cas- 
ket, which was completely hidden beneath 
a mound of flowers, caused many sad tears 
to well from the hearts of the congrega- 
tion. 

Never was a death surrounded by more 
unusual circumstances. Just entered upon 
his duties as the honored senator of hi 
important district, the oath of office sti 
fresh on his lips as he pledged to uphold 
the dignity ond honor of the commonwealth, 
and more than that, with his wife on her 
way to meet him and to spend the happy 
weeks with her distinguished husband at 
his post of duty—and then to fall, without 
a word of premonition, along the highway 
leading to the capitol. 

But no man according to the testimony 
of his presiding elder who spoke at his 
funeral yesterday, was more prepared to 
obey the summons. He was a devoted and 
humbel Christian, and for more than forty 
years was a faithful servant of the church. 
A warmer heart never beat in a mortal 
bosom and a gentler’ spirit was never 
housed in a human sanctuary. 

Senator Jones was a Mason in high 
official position, and a deputation of that 
order acted fas the regular pallbearers 
while a grand procession of Masons under 
the leadership of the grand master, Mr, 
John 8. Davidson, of Augusta, filed into 
the church immediately behind the casket. 

Seats in the church were reserved for 
the members of the general gssembly and 
aiso for the members of the nic fra- 
ternity. 

The Masons occupied the seats to the 
right of the pulpit running back to the 
rear of the church, while the members of 
the house and senate sat in the middle of 
the building and just behind the family. 

The casket before it was brought into 
the sanctuary had rested in the parlor 
of Dr. Cnan Jones, a brother of Senator 
Jones, at 500 Peachtree street, and there 
during the morning many of his old friends 
and co-laborers called to take a last view 
of the features which they loved in life. 

The funeral cortege left the residence 
promptiy at 3 o’clock, and arrived at the 
door of the church at 3:30 o' clock. 

The procession on entering the church 
was headed by the ‘pastor, Dr. J. B. 
Robins, who read the impressive burial 
service, Dr. J. W. Lee, of the Park Street 
suethodist church and his late presiding 
elder. 

A. beautiful selection by the choir was 
then rendered, and a fervent prayer was 
offered by Dr. Lee. He prayed for the 
blessings of heaven to rest upon the be- 
reaved widow and the other disconsolate 
members of the family who mourned the 
death of their beloved relative. He 
prayed especially for the invalid mother 
who was lying upon her bed of death 
and who would soon meet him within the 
sapphire gates. The members of the Ma- 
sonic fraternity and of the general assem- 
bly were also remembered by the beauti- 
ful prayer of invocation. 

tor Jones’s presiding elder the 
stepped to the front and in beautiful wre 
spoke of his Christian life and character, 
He never knew a gentler man or a more 
devoted and sincere Christian. He referred 
to his long connection with the church and 
to their ardent friendship which was ripened 
with co-operation in the blessed cause of 
their Redeemer. 

Dr. Lee also added his tribute to the 
worth of the dead senator and spoke of the 
fact that although his death was startling 
in its unexpected summons, it found him 
ready and willing to obey the call. 

The procession after the final hymn by 
the choir, then slowly moved towards the 
cemetery where the senator after the beau- 
tiful manner of the brotherhood to which 
e belonged was buried with Masonic 
honors.

The Bosses at Work. 
The seeds of dissolution that were sown 
in the third party at its inception continue 


to sprout and blossom and bear fruit. ; 


The fact has ceased to attract attention, 
but some of the developments that accom- 
pany these manifestations of early decay 
are worthy of a passing notice. 

In the ninth congressional district Con- 
gressman Winn was the regular nominee 
of the third party. There was some 
squabble over the result, but it was gen- 
erally conceded by those acquainted with 
the facts that he received the nomination 
fairly and squarely and was entitled to 
be regarded as the candidate of his party. 

But there seems to be a power in the 
third party that is higher and more im- 
portant than the wishes or desires of the 
third party voters. This power seems to 
be exercised by a sort of close corpora- 
tion—a grand panjandrum—and it was 
put forth in this case to compel Winn to 
withdraw in favor of his defeated com- 
petitor, Thad Pickett. The panjandrum 
was successful. Winn was pushed out of 
the way and Pickett is now the candidate. 

The same tactics have just been success- 
fully employed in the fifth district. When 
the third party met some time ago to 
make a nomination the names of two 
candidates were before it—those of Mr. 
Taliaferro and Rev. Sam Small. Mr. 
Small, to all appearances, was not in the 
race, and Mr. Taliaferro received the 
nomination without any trouble. He was 
entirely satisfactory to the third party 
convention and to the third party voters, 
but it seems that the panjandrum had 
different notions. There has been a little 
backroom caucus, and Mr. Taliaferro, on 
the eve of election, has been compelled to 
withdraw in favor of the competitor 
whom de defeated in the convention. 

This will strike most people as a very 
queer proceeding, coming as it does on 
the eve of the election. It is an attack 
not only on Mr. Taliaferro, but on his 
friends. What are the charges against 
him? So far as we know, none have 
been preferred. He is simply the victim 
of a little clique which has arrogated to 
itself the power of the third party voters 
of this district. They have undone the 
work which the representatives of the 
third party voters did in the convention, 
and have actually forced on them a can- 
didate who was defeated and therefore 
repudiated by the convention. 

Mr. Taliaferro now says that he will 
support Livingston, and this course is 
dictated by his self-respect. His friends 
should follow his example. It is not a 
question, now, of the third party. It is 
a question whether the voters who sym- 
pathized with the third party movement 
shall have manhood and independence 
enough to repudiate the action of the 
clique which has set aside their will and 
their candidate.

The savings bank returns of New 
Hampshire show what can be done in 
this direction. There are seventy-one sav- 
ings banks in that state, and these insti- 
tutions have more than $74,000,000 on 
deposit, an increase of more than $3,000,- 
000 in the nine months preceding June 
S0th. The most remarkable showing 
made by the returns is that the average 
amount of each deposit is $426.24, the

„Line Upon Line.“ 

The Springfield Republican in discuss- 
ing the economic value of manual train- 
ing scores a point which, for another pur- 
pose, we desire to call the attention of 
our readers to. For example,” says The 
Republican, “the million tons of cotton 
which we exported to Europe during the 
fiscal year of 1888 had its value enhanced 
fully twenty times by the treatment of 
European workmen. For one million tons 
of cotton we received $220,000,000. For the 
fraction, insignificant in. bulk, that we 
bought back again, we paid $40,000,000.” 

Let our readers apply the same reason- 
ing to the south. We export, either to 
the north or to Europe, the great bulk of 
the cotton crop. The amount that we 
manufacture into yarns and fabrics is 
really insignificant. New England and 
Europe do our spinning for us, and we 
buy our own cotton back without a 
thought of the fact that we are really 
throwing away millions of dollars yearly. 

We do not even make an effort to spin 
our cotton into yarn, which would about 
treble its value. We do not, except in 
a very feeble way, strive to seize and util- 


‘ize the advantages that are naturally 


ous. e seem to be waiting for the 
skies to fall in order to catch our larks. 
Therefore we desire to repeat here what 
we have said so often before that the 
south will never be as prosperous as it 
ought to be until it spins and weaves the 
cotton that is growing on its soil. 


A Contemporary Answered.

The opposition to this home has been 
solely of a local character—confined to 
the immediate neighborhood in which the 
home is located; the parties opposing it 
have their own reasons for so doing, and 
are doubtless honest enough in their 
views regarding it; but they do not rep- 
resent the sentiment of Atlanta, taken as 
a whole, and we believe this has been 
fully demonstrated. .

Colonel Goodwin Replies to Mr. Woodward 

Editor Constitution—I have read the ill-tem- 
pered card of Mr. Woodward in yesterday's 
Constitution, and much as I regret having to 
trouble the public about the mayoralty race 
and the incidents growing out of it, feel that 
the circumstances demand some reference to 
his communication. 

I may say at the outset that notwithstand- 
ing I was aware that Mr. Woodward had, in 
an indiscriminate manner, criticised the other 
names that had been suggested for mayor be- 
fore I came out, I felt that the situation justt- 
fled my candidacy, especially in view of the 
fact that many good citizens had, as they 
can attest, urged me to do so, and as I had 
no ambition to serve as city attorney after 
the close of my present term, and it occurred 
to me as an honorable course under the cir- 
cumstances to close my municipal service 
with a term as mayor, when the city has 
grown to its present great population and 
commercial importance, should my friends 
and fellow citizens wish to bestow it upon 
me. : 

Probably I ought to have anticipated the 
criticism of Mr. Woodward, who seemed to 
have an inordinate desire for the race and for 
the place, and who seemed to regard the sug- 
gestion of those other names as offensive to 
him. I was aware that he had referred dispar- 
agingly to Mr. Hugh T. Inman’s name on the 
ground that he was a capitalist; to Hon. A. 
L. Kontz’s name on the ground that he had 
been a member of the grand jury, whieh body 
had recommended legislation to abolish con- 


tingent fees; and that he had criticised the 


suggestion of the names of Captain J. W. 
English and Mr. C. A. Collier before my can- 
didacy was snnounced, and that while my 
name was being discussed, he harshly criti- 
cised the suggestion, and charged the exist- 
ence of a combination which involved the 
election af a United States senator, of a gov- 
ernor and of a congressman, two years hence, 
or at least he was so reported in an inter- 
view in The Constitution, and his explana- 
tion, which came late, and only after he had 
allowed it to stand and be circulated broad- 
cast over the community, admitted that while 
he disavowed responsibility for it or any 
knowledge of any such condition, stated that 
he had heard such rumors both befere and 
after the interview, which was almost equiva- 
lent to charging it.

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Ezchante. 

New York. November 1.— The stock market 
was much less active today, sales footing up 
20,000 shares of listed and 29,000 unlisted 
stocks. Ffuctuations were also less important 
than usual of late, changes for the day 
in a majority of instances being only 1-8 to 
1-2 per cent either way. Generally speaking 
the market was higher in early trading and 
lower during the afternoon, with, however, 
a partial recovery at the close. Distilling led 
the list in point of activity. Stocq opened 

1-2 higher at 67 1-2, declined to 5 3-4 and ral- 
lied to 66 1-4. It was reported on excellent 
authority late in the day that the company 
had acjuired control of the opposition distil- 
leries at the west, and that directors had 
gone wet to ratify the agreement. It is also 
asserted that the formal announcement of 
the deal will be made within a few days. On 
this news 1-8 per cent was freely bid for the 
next quarterly @fvidend on stock. Sugar was 
taken in hand and advanced from 110 (-8 to 
112 1-4, and some of the shorts were fright- 
ened into covering by ,the boldness 
of buying. Chicago Gas sold up to 
95 1-8, highest point ever attained, and sub- 
sepuently reached 94 1-4 to 94 38. Amert- 
can Tobacco jumped from 123 to 126 and 
closed at 125. Cotton Oil and Lead ruled firm 
at an advance of 1-2 to 1. Among railroads 
Grangers and Trunk line shares were in brisk 
request early in the day but afterwards lost 
the improvement. New York Central was 
a marked exception, rising 1 1-8 to 111 1-8 and 
closing at the top notch. Reading and 
Northern Pacific preferred, were feverish and 
New England weaq. The lass named declined 
from 46 7-8 to 45 and closed at 45 3-8. The 
flurry in money, which carried the rate for 
call loans up to 9 per cent, was used against 
the market, but with comparatively little ef- 
fect, because it is well known that money 
called in on account of November interest 
and dividend disbursements will speedily find 
its way back to general circulation. , , 

The bears were discounting a probable ad- 
vance in Bank of England rate, Thursday, 
from 3 to 4 but according to advices received 
by leading bankers, if any change is made it 
will be on a basis of 3 1-2. Western Union 
ruled quiet at 95 1-2 to 7-8, closing at the for- 
mer figure, same as Monday. The directors 
at the meeting today postponed action on 
the matter of distributing new stock until 
Thursday. November 10th, next, in order to 
comply with certain legal formalities. It is 
generally conceded that the stockholders will 
receive 10 per cent of new stock. Hocking 
Valley moved up a point on the report that a 
contract has been concluded between that 
raod and the Norfolk and Western, whereby 
Hocking Valley is to have 3,000 tons or more 
of Pocahontas Coal daily to Toledo. The

NEW YORK. November 1—That the “unexpected al- 
was happens” is an axiom in trade circles, and the 
sharp advance in Liverpool this morning is only an- 
other évidence of the truth of the remark. Late last 
evening, under the demoralized feeling caused by the 
heaviest receipts ever known—38,813 bales--January 
sold as low as 8.06. Today the trade was astonished to 
find an advance of 3-644 in the Liverpool market as the 
resuit, The reason for the advance in Liverpool, as 
cabled us by Mr. Ellison, is an estimate of consump- 
tion for the coming year. As intimated last evening, 
the estimate is a very bullish ane. His cable gives the 
consumpt on last year as 8,218,009 bales of American 
cotton, 1, 134,0 0 of Iedian cotton and 816,000 of Egypt- 
jan and Brazillian cotton. For the coming year he es- 
timates the consumption at 8,413,000 bales of American 
cotton, 1,300,009 bales ot Indian cotton and 84*,000 bales 
of Egyptian and Brazilan cotton. He adds if current 
crop estimate of 7,500,000 bales proves correct, prices 
Will advance. In addition to this estimate published 
by Mr. Ellison, there is a ramor current in Liverpool 
that Mr. Neill will estimate the crop next week at 
7,250,000 bales. From New Orleans estimates are cur- 
rent of receipts tomorrow of 12,000 to 15,000 bales. 
Upon the receipt of these estimates the market became 
easier. During the afternoon the market gradually 
improved in tone, closing firm at 12 points advance on 
theday. Immediately after the close the outside prices 
were paid for cotton, as the trade did not care to sell 
cotton after their recent experience.

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"His u Arrested for the Big Burglary on 


Simpson Street, 
BUT IT’S NOT HIS FIRST TIME 


He's Been There Before Many's the Time. 
He Was the Hero of the Big 
Savannah Sensation. 


The notorious Will Watts, the young 
Atlantian who has figured in a number of 
sensations in criminal circles, was again 
bagged yesterday. 

The good work of Detectives Etheridge 
and Walton landed the young man behind 
the prison bars this time, and fastened the 
guilt of a big burglary upon him. 

Watts’s name is known to the police of 
every city in Georgia. He has been in 
several burglaries in Atlanta and has al- 
most invariably succeeded in getting out 
without a conviction. 

Watts's greatest escapade was in Savan- 
nah nearly two years ago. The adventur- 
ous young Atlantian went down to the 
Forest City and soon turned up in police 
circles in his old familiar role of burglar. 

He told a story into the waiting ears of 
the Savannah detectives that made them 
shed tears. It paled into significance the 
Deadwood Dick stories, and even put to 
shame the exploits of the James boys. It 
was the story of his alleged adventures, 
made up of thrilling experiences, hair- 
breadth escapes, ete. The story was print- 
ed in the Savannah papers and telegraphed 
all over the country. It established 
Watts's fame. He got out of the trouble 
and once more appeared in his old haunts 
in Atlanta. 

A few weeks ago Watts was arrested for 
burglary and was released on bail furnished 
by his father, who is a highly respected 
citizen, and well thought of. He has been 
out since, the charge still hanging fire in the 
superior court. 

On the night Forepaugh’s circus was 
here, Mr. Albert Maner’s home at 264 
West Simpson street was entered and bur- 
glarized while Mr. Maner and his family 
were at the circus. Mr. Maner is the well- 
known railroad man. The burglary was 
about as complete a job as was ever done 
in that line of industry. Every article in 
the house was turned over and things were 
scattered all over the room. Goods 

. amounting to over $200 were taken. 

The case was placed in the hands of De- 
tectives Etheridge and Walton. They hit 
upon an accidental clue day before yester- 
day, by finding some handkerchiefs in 
Watts’s possession that were among the 
stolen goods. They began to watch Watts's 
movements, and were surprised yesterday 
morning when he went back to jail, and 
was surrendered by his bondsmen. 
he detectives continued their investi- 
gations and found a large quantity of the 
stolen goods. They then swore out a war- 
rant against Watts for burglary. This 
they lodged with the jailer, and Watts 
will have to face it when he gets out of the 
first scrape. 

Watts is a very young man and seems 
to have. a mania for burglary. It is be- 
lieved that he is slightly unbalanced men- 
tally.

with the most favorable weather. The best 
results have been realized along a belt ex- 
tending from the Savanpah river to the 
southwestern corner of the state. Along 
this belt the crop is estimated at 71 per 
cent of a full yield. The poorest result is 
in the southeastern counties, where 55 per 
cent is the estimate. Nine-tenths of the 
crop has been picked and the most of this 
is already marketed. In the northeast sec- 
tion perhaps a fifth of the crop is still in 
the field, while in the southeast hardly a 
twentieth remains unpicked. 

The corn crop has proved about an aver- 
age one for the state. In northern districts 
it seems somewhat below an average yield, 
bottom lands doing worst, while the yield 

on uplands is good. In the southern part 

of the state the crop is above the average. 

Except in northern and western counties 

the crop is practically all gathered and 

— it will be housed within the next ten 
8. 

Potatoes, both Irish and sweet, have given 
good crops. The only complaint made is in 
the eastern section where, on strong lands, 
they have been injured by too much rain. 
They are being rapidly dug and stored. 
The pea crop is small in the northwest, 
but in other sections the yield has been 
good, especially so in eastern counties. 
Turnips and late cabbage have been stunted 
by the reeeat dry weather. mw og 

The crop of sorghum is light, but a good 
yield of cane has been grown in the south- 
ern and eastern sections. Gritding has com- 
menced and the prospect is that a good 
quantity of syrup will be made. The crop 
of rice, especially inland rice, is as good as 


ever seen. 


As yet little plowing and sowing of fall 
grain has been done, the ground being too 


eh dry and hard. Some progress has been 


made in the northeast where the ground 
has been little moistened by heavy dews and 
frosts. There are hopeful indications that 
a large acreage will be laid in grain. 

With this week the issue of a weekly 
weather crop bulletin by the Georgia weath- 
er service will be suspended for this season. 
During the winter it is proposed to issue a 
monthly statement of weather conditions 
and of the status of farming operations, 
which it is hoped will prove of interest and 
value. The publication of these bulletins 
was new and untried in Georgia. The in- 
formation given has been collected by the 
voluntary co-operation of a large corps of 
reporters. That the service, both in point 
of minuteness with which the state is dis- 
tricted and of character. and quality of bul- 
letins issued, compares favorably with sim- 
ilar services in states where they have been 
in operation for several years, is certainly 
creditable to the public spirit and enter- 
prise of the citizens of Georgia. It is 
hoped that after the experience of the past 
season, we can sccure a still better result
